the Platt amendment and the inter- 
pretation placed upon it by the con- 
vention, as well as the interpretation 


e interviews between the Cuban 


commissioners and the president and 
secretary of war. He v.-ould thus be 
able to inform the president fully of 
the definite results in the convention 
n adopting the Platt amendment as 
amended or interpreted by the dele- 
:ates. The president and Uis advisers 
will determine whether the Platt 
raendment has been "substantially" 
adopted by the convention. This is 
preliminary to the withdrawal of the 
United States authority and forces 
from Cuba. If it should be found thut 
the interpretation of the convention 
is not satisfactory to the administra- 
tion, quite a difficult problem would 
arise, as it. seems to be the intention 
of the Cubans to proceed to form a 
;overnmeut, and that government 
must be recognized or rejected by the 
president, who has full power to de- 
ermine whether the act of congress
